30 per cent by promotion in accordance with 
Part III of the Rules”. 

(2) in rule 24, the following words shall be omitted, 
namely ;—■ 

“Officers who have attained the age of 53 years on 
the first day of July of the year to which the 
promotions relate shall not be eligible”.
